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The Assassination of Kotzebne. 

ATagiistuB von Kotzobuo, a famou* 
dromatio writer, author, among a num- 
ber of other plays, of " The Strongo!" 
and "Pizarro," lived a lifo full of strange 
riaiflaitudea, and expired in the following 
tragio manner : The Emperor of Russia 
was extremely anxious to influence or 
forestall opinion in Germany. For this 
purpose Kotzebue was employed. Ho 
established a journal, in which he op- 
posed all progress and tho liberty of 
the press. A paper intended only for 
the eye of the Emperor Alexander, in 
which Kotzebue described ono of his 
opponents in journalism as "tho most 
detestablo instrument of hell, " at length, 
in 1818, revealed tho full treachery of this 
literary hireling, and raised a cry of in- 
dignation against him throughout 
Germany. The exposure compelled him 
to quit Weimar. He next took up his 
abode at Mannheim, , where he resumed 
his perfidious work ; and, at a time when 
all Germany was ringing with echoes of 
the French revolution, proclaimed him- 
self the enemy of liberty and the friend 
of despotism. This alone would havo 
been sullicient to have brought down 
upon him the indignation of the en- 
thusiasts; but when to this was added 
the knowledge that ho was tho mouth- 
piece of a foreign despot, who was de- 
sirous of establishing an authority over 
tho country, indiguation rose to un- 
l governable hatred. Ho had made him- 
cflf p irticularly conspicuous in appluud- 
iny uio disuiiasul of 1,200 students from 
Gottiugen, on account of a brawl between 
them and tho citizens, and a morbid 
youug student, named Charles Louis 
Hand, took upon himself to avenge, a la 
Charlotte Corday, the cause of liberty 
and tho Fatherland. 

On the 9th of March, 1819, ho left 
Jena on foot for Mannheim, and arrived 
thoro on tho 23d. Dressed in old Ger- 
man costume, and assuming tho name 
of Henricks, he presented himsolf at 
Kotzebue : s house, on the pretense that 
ho had brought letters from Weimar. 
After two ineffectual attempts, he at 
length gained admission, and was shown 
into a private room ; scarcely had the 
victim crossed tho threshold when Sand 
plunged a long poniard into his breast, 
and when he had fallen, to make his 
work sure, inflicted three more wouuds 
upon tho body. The noise of the scuffle 
speedily brought servants and family to 
the tragio scene, and tho assassin was 
found, dagger in hand, quietly contem- 
plating the dying man. Yet no one 
attempted to arrest him, and he descended 
tho staircase, and presented himself be- 
fore tho throng of peopl", whom tho 
cries of " Murder I "had already gathered 
about the spot, and, still flourishing tho 
poniard in one hand and a written paper 
m the other, exclaimed, "I am the 
murderer, and it is thus that all traitors 
should die. " Then ho fell upon his 
knees, and clasping his hands raised 
them to heaven, exclaiming, " I thank 
Thoe, Oh, God, for having permitted 
mo successfully to fultill this act of 
j'ustice. " Upon tho paper were inscribed 
tho words, " Deathblow for Augustus 
von Koti'.ebuo in the name of virtue. " 

No sooner had ho spoken tho last 
words than, tearing open his waistcoat, 
ho repeatedly plunged the weapon into 
his own bosom, anil fell to tho ground. 
He was now, in a swooning condition, 
convoyed to prison, but as soon as he 
recovered ho tore off his bandages and 
made tho most desperato efforts to put 
an end to his life. At the trial his hand- 
some person and his' calm exaltation 
excited tho utmost sympathy, 
and ho went to the scaffold devoutly 
behoving that ho had pel formed an act 
of noblo self-devotion, and far more 
pitied by tho populace than was his 
miserable victim.

" TERMS AND^C6m)IT10yS," 

On what conditions is this country 
willing to allow the letter of the Car- 
narvon terms to sl'slt ? Is it willing to 
let the letter go and aocuve the spirit? 
To release their grasp on the shadow 
and grasp the substance i Or do they 
still insist upon the fulfilment of " the 
, bond." , In the fall of lSTli i lie country 
was advised through these columns not 
to insist upon the construction of the 
Esqaimalt-Nanaimo railway as a gov- 
ernment work ; but to accept— if the 
chance offered — a sum of money suffi- 
cient to secure the construction of the 
line by a private corporation. Now, 
after the lapse of nearly five and ahalr! 
years, we venture to repeat that advice. 
It was unpopular when first offered. 
Is it so now i There is reason to be- 
lieve that it is one of the most popular 
suggestions that can be made. The 
Canadians cannot or will not build the 
road as a government work. They 
cannot or will not ask parliament to 
vote money for that purpose. But 
they acknowledge a liability. They 
acknowledge that for a period which 
covers eight years they have held in 
their hands a valuable tract of coal 
land extending from the Straits of 
Fuca to Nauaimo ; that they have 
locked it up and have thereby retarded 
the progress and settlement of the pro- 
vince to its great injury, detri- 
ment and loss. hi admitting this 
much they admit that they owe 
British Columbia compensation by 
way of damages. Lord Carnar- 
von told the Elliott government 
that the provinco was entitled to large 
compensation in lieu of the island rai" 
way. Lord Kimbeiilf.y has since ex- 
pressed the same opinion to the pre- 
sent government in language both po- 
lite and forcible. Sir Charles Turpkk 
when here last summer recognized the 
obligation. In his oloqucnt speech at 
Theatre Royal he did not hesitate to 
say that the obligation rested with the 
Canadian government to either build 
the road or to see that it was built. 
Sir Charles further pledged himself 
upon his return to Ottawa that ho 
would confer with tho syndicate and 
endeavor to induce them to undertake 
the work. He has fulfilled that pledge. 
The conference with the syndicate lias 
been held and has resulted in failure. 
The syndicate will ''have none of it" 
unless all the unoccupied coal lands 
aro first handed over to tliem. The 
local government aro charged with nig- 
gardly behavior and with showing an 
amazing incapacity for business. Wo 
are not surprised at the unfavarable 
impression they havo created at Otta- 
wa. The premier is a gontleman who 
delights in getting public matters into 
a muddle and then helplessly sitting 
down amidst the confusion he has 
caused. If this government has acted 
with niggardliness and exhibit- 
ed incapacity in dealing with 
this momentou . question they 
House will meto out an adequato pun- 
ishment. The members can be safely 
trusted to do that. What the country 
has now got to do is to find out what 
Canada is prepared to offer in the ex- 
isting emergency. Will she nay over 
82,000,000, §1,000,000, or even the 
once-despised $750,000 in aid of the 
construction of the railway if the pro- 
vince will contribute the unoccupied 
lands from tho Straits of Fuca to Sey- 
mour Narrows 1 On what terms and 
conditions is the Dominion willing to 
accept a reloase from an obligation 
which Sir Charles Tupper and all his 
colleagues have many times acknow- 
ledged. If the Dominion government 
will compensate the province for the 
non-construction of the railway is the 
province prepared to do its share to- 
wards supplying the "missing link" in 
overland railway communication ! 
Monopolies are evils, as "Explorer's" 
letter in another column pointsout, but 
tho continent was first spanned with 
iron by a monopoly, and has not the 
Canadian government just called to its 
aid a monopoly in building a railway 
through British territory 1 Better, far 
better, that the public lands should 
pass into the hands of a monopoly who 
will cultivate and settle tliem, than 
remain as they are. Better a thousand 
times that a company should build the 
railway between Esquimalt and Nanai- 
mo than that this government should 
undertake the job. In the latter case 
it would be a "job " indeed. If a re- 
sponsible company that will construct 
the Island railway on equitable terms 
can bo formed the country should meet 
them on a footing of extreme liberality. 
Such a company need not of necessity 
bo a monopoly. The question of the 
possession of a few miles of land that 
will never find a market if the road is 
not built should not be allowed to 
stand in the way of the curly com- 
mencement and completion of the 
" missing link." 



LIEUT. DE LONG AND HIS PA RTY. 

Tho more recent telegrams concern- 
ing the Jeannette explorers must have 
mystified the reader considerably. The 
first news, received about Christmas, 
told us that Lieut. DrLono and En- 
gineer Melville's boats had reached 
tho mouth of Lena river and that but 
one boat still remained unheard from. 
Then came telegrams which advised of 
the sp.fciy of Melville's party 'and of 
a fresh search Laving been instituted 
for the recovery of DeLong whom wo 
had just before been told was found. 
The information which the telegraph 
failed to furnish is supplied by the 
NewjYork IIcr<dd of recentdate. Eroni 
^he account in that journal it seems 
that DeLoxc; landed at the mouth of 
the western channel of the Lena, 200 
imlos from the eastern ruoatu, auu a 
thousand miles from any settlement 
from which help could, be derived. His 



distance from St. Petersburg was 7,10-t 
miles; At the time of his landing 
there was a summer fishing settlement 
on the eastern mouth of tho Lena, 200 
miles distant, with an intervening bar- 
ren delta. He must have reached the 
shore about the 30th October. His 
boat's crew was then in a starving and 
frozen condition. It is now nearly 
three months since any intelligence has 
been received directly from DeLongI 
The news of his lauding was brought to 
a Russian fishing settlement by two of 
DeLonci's messengers. The barren 
delta of 200 miles DeLoxc; and his 
party have never traversed. When a 
relief party went to his assistance they 
found many traces but not the men. 
Engineer Melville, having recruited 
his strength, has gone back to Lena 
river to look for his commander. The 
fact ' that Melville has discovered 
Lieut. DeLoxu's log books and instru- 
ments, but did not find the men, is in 
some respects a very discouraging one 
since it shows that the party had been 
compelled, probably by imminent dan- 
ger of starvation, to move in search of 
the help which had failed to come to 
them, and that they were already re- 
duced to extremities. Log books and 
instruments aro the last things which 
an exhausted and retreating party 
abandon, and when they [are thrown 
away it is an evidence that the men 
are making a final struggle for life. 
The search parties also found, it seems, 
"records" left by Lieut. DeLonu 
in his retreat. These records should 
have contained and probably did con- 
tain a statement of his condition and 
plans, and directions by which he could 
be traced and followed, but they seem 
to have been of no avail, since they 
dill not lead to a discovery of the party. 



All Sorts. 



Thero is an awful rumor that I lie 
apostle of testhoticism was christened by 
the unpoetical name of " Oscar O'Fla- 
herty." 

One of our exchanges relates that 
while preaching from the text, "He 
giveth his beloved sleep," a certain 
minister stopped in the middle of his 
sermon, gazed upon his sleeping audi- 
tors, and said : — "Brethren, it is hard 
to realize the unbounded love the Lord 
appears to have for a good portion of 
this congregation." 

F. Nichols Crouch, of Baltimore, lias 
written a letter in which he says that 
from thirty different editions of his 
song, "Kathleen Mavourneon," which 
have been published, ho lias not re- 
ceived a cent. He is now working as a 
common mechanic at less than a dollar 
a day, and on this stipend he has to 
support a wife and five children. 

When Fenolon was almoner to Louis 
XIV. his majesty was astonished to 
find ono Sunday, instead of a numer- 
ouscongregation,onlyhim and thepriest. 
"What is the reason of this 1" askod 
the king. "I caused it to be given out, 
sire," replied Fenelon, "'that your ma- 
jesty did not attend chapel to-day, that 
you might know who came to wor- 
ship Ood, and who to flatter tho 
king." 

As soon as the result of the recent 
elections in Alsace and Lorraine had 
been announced, many of the inhabi- 
tants of Strasburg showed themselves 
in the streets wearing tricoloured cock- 
ades. By way of satirizing this patri- 
otic outburst an officer of tho Cerman 
garrison fastened an immenso tricol- 
oured cockade to tho tail of his dog. 
"Ah 1" cried tho first person he en- 
countered, an old peasant .voman, 
"Even the dogs ! — bless 'em ! — hate the 
Germans !" 

The New York Sun says that it may 
be interesting to slender woman to 
know that Mr. Oscar Wilde's ideal of 
perfect beauty is Sarah Bernhardt 
whom he regards as the realization of 
all his testhetic dreams. He says he 
would ask no higher earthly delight 
than to sit on the doorstep of the house 
in which she sleeps. 

"Well," said an Irish attorney, "if it 
plaze the coort, if I am wrong in this, 
1 havo another point that is equally 
conclusive." 

An Ohio woman, while repeating 
nursery rhymes to her child stopped in 
the middle of a verse, stepped into nn 
adjoining room and shot herself. 

A resident of Belfast, Ohio, has been 
put under bonds of $500 to appear be- 
fore the grand jury on the charge of 
opening a letter from his wife to her 
father.

A singular case against the Vicar of 
St. Mark's church, London, was recent- 
ly heard in a polico court. The plain- 
tiff', Jane Sealle, sued for $7.50, the 
value of a cushion placed in a pew nt 
the church. The defendant had offer- 
ed her $5 for the same, although the 
bishop had decided that the cushion, 
having been once placed in the church, 
became the church property. The vicar's 
defense was that the cushion had been 
been sold to some occupant of a free 
seat. Judgment was given for $6.50 
and costs, whereupon the plaintiff be- 
came very violent.

MURDER ON FISGARD STREET. 



CREAT EXCITEMENT AMONG CHINESE, 



Sovoral Loading ltfon Arrostod. 

About 9 o'clock on Sunday night infor- 
mation ivtia laid with tho police- that a 
Chinaman named Aft Kow had boon atab- 
bod to doath on Fisgard atreot. • Supt. 
O'Connor and Officers Hough and Speed 
'were immediately on tho spot and found 
the man lying quite dead | on tho side- 
walk in front of a Chinese establishment 
of doubtful imputation. On examining 
tho promises blood was found in n long 
passage and the floor had the appearance 
of having been recently waahod. Blood 
was also visible in a room where sovoral 
stout Chinamen and two. women woro 
fouiid. Tho proprietor of the Iioubo us- 
'sorted that on hearing a fall noar tho door 
ho wont out and found the murdered man 
on tho sidowalk stabbed on the back and 
in tho mouth. He admitted that three 
or four of his countrymen were gambling 
in the house. Tho police carefully exam- 
ined tho ' sidewalk on both Hides of the 
street above and below, but could find no 
trace of blood anywhere except in the 
house in question and in front of it. Three 
short Chinamen are said to have been 
standing at tho door when tho unfortun- 
ate man fell. Tho keopor of the house, 
Ah Fow, and the women, woro arrostod, 
tho former on suspicion of having com- 
mitted the foul deed and tho women as 
being accessories. The polico are fully of 
tho opinion that the man was atabbed in 
tho house. The preliminary examination 
of tho prisoners was postponed yesterday 
morning at the police court till to-mor- 
row. Yesterday afternoon two more 
Chinamen in "high life" on Cormorant 
street — Wing Chong and Ah Soon — 
wore arrested on suspicion of bomg 
implicated in this very serious aflair. 
Furthor developments will likely bo made 
in tho polico court to-morrow. The mur- 
dered man, who is repoctably dressed, was 
taken over to the polico barracks to await 
an inquest, which will bo hold to-day at 
noon. Tho Chinese merchants offer a re- 
ward of £000 for the discovery of the 
murderer.

The Eng- 
lish pilot who brought her in boasted of 
tho charge he had enforced, and told one 
of our pilots that they had a ' dead sure 
thing ' on a rich harvest for tho next two 
years and they intonded to make . hay 
during such favorable sunshine ' for all 
thoy wore worth.' Between the Victoria 
pilots and Victoria tug boats an inter- 
esting amount of ooin • will bo diverted 
from Pugot Sound to B. C. before' tho 
work of our legislative bluhdorors can bo 
undone. We havo learned of four differ- 
ent vessels being towed up tho Straits 
already by English tug boats, whore the 
Puget Mill Co.'s stoamor Ooliah would in 
oach case havo done the towing had the 
pilot law been in force.

one must, admit; but great care should 
be observed in making the bargain lest 
we pay too dear for it.' ft has been 
iiaid that the railway reserve inajias 
well be in the hands of a company as 
in the hands of the government; Th(s 
is a fallacy. If a company hold pos 
session of these lands it is probable that 
they would not dispose of the coal, 
mineral or timbered lands, townsites, 
or water powe/'s, but retain them far 
their own purposes, and then form n 
dangerous monopoly, diametrically op- 
posed to the best interests of the pro- 
vince, and that the railway; instead of 
conferring a benefit 'by bringing pros- 
perity to us would turn out a -curse. 
Great complnints have been heard 
against the Hudson Bay, Puget. Sound, 
and Vancouver Coal Companies on ac- 
count of their respective monopolies; 
but when compared with the extraor- 
dinary powers of a railway company 
holding such possessions they sink into 
insignificance. 

There is another feature in the 
scheme to which I would direct special 
attention. If the belt of land is grant- 
ed beyond Nanaimo it would include 
part of the Alberni canal and give pow- 
er to a company (if so inclined) to con- 
struct a branch line to that harbor, 
thus depriving Victoria of the greater 
part of the railway traffic, for although 
the Alberni canal bears no comparison 
to Ksquimalt harbor, it nevertheless 
possesses advantages to a railway com- 
pany on account of the surrounding 
lands available for an extensive town- 
site and the control of the Canadian 
Pacific cranio by a ferry connecting 
Burrard Inlet nnd Nanaimo. All these 
matters are of grave importance, and 
should be jealously watched, for a single 
false step may cause irretrievable ruin. 
Much depends upon the government. 
If they have the welfare of. the com- 
munity at heart, anil honestly perform 
their duty, thoy secure to us perman- 
ent prosperity. If not it will strike a 
blow at the south end of the island 
from which it may take years to recov- 
er. But with a railway from Nanaimo 
ami a liberal policy in aiding the de- 
velopment of the mineral lands north 
of that town Vancouver Island will 
prove the richest possession in the Do 
minion of Canada. Expi.oitr.n.

Eraser now points to Nanaimo as tho 
nearest available place, consequently 
the strotch of land beyond that town to 
the Seymour Narrows is no longer 
needed for railway purposes. The pre 
sent reserve from Nanaimo southward 
includes aomo of the best mineral lands 
the province, comprising gold, sil- 
ver, coppor, iron, coal, with abundant 
indications of other valuable minerals, 
so much so, that it is not improbable a 
few hundred acres of such lands will 
more than cover the entire cost of the 
Island railway ; nevertheless, the gov- 
ernment have made tho oiler, i. p., a 
belt of land 20 miles in width, mile for 
mile, of railway, and they cannot with 
honor recede from it, but any exten- 
sion of tlm land grant, outside the 
limits specified (that is from the Straits 
ofJuandoFuca to Nanaimo) should 
be met with a decided refusal, for with- 
out doubt the advantages aro already 
in favor of a railway company, not 
only by tho acquisition of this land but 
in tho amount of traffic the lino will 
ultimately command. That tho min- 
eral lands of the island are attracting 
the attontion of capitalists may bo in- 
ferred from the fact that two compan- 
ies offer to extend the line to Seymour 
Narrows in consideration of a land 
grant, and it would be difficult to ima- 
gine that any company would extend a 
railway into a wilderness unless they 
expected to be indemnified for their 
outlay in some other way. In an agri- 
cultural point of view the land oilers 
but little inducement to the farmer on 
account of being covered with agrowth 
of immense trees which would take 
years to bring it under cultivation ; 
therefore, it leads us to beliovo that 
the minerals and timber and other ad- 
vantages are the attraction, which will 
not surprise anyone acquainted with 
the resources of the country. 

Let us now glance at tho statistics 
furnished by Mr. Kichnrdson, the Do- 
minion geologist, a most reliable au- 
thority. Tn his report of 1871 he 
mentioned the following facts: That 
the productive area of the coal meas- 
ures between Northwest Bay and Capo 
Mudge, V. L, hold about 300 square 
miles, and states that if we estimate 
this area by the rule of the coal fields, 
South Wales, United Kingdom, a coal 
seam gives one thousand tons to every 
square acre of a scam one foot in thick- 
ness, leaving sufficient quantity for pil- 
lars to support the roof. He esti- 
mates:the Union'nrea at Comox at 1G,- 
000,000 tons per square mile. This if 
it yielded only 10 cents per ton profit, 
would give §1,600,000; or for the 300 
square miles, #480,000,000 — more 
than sufficient to construct and equip a 
railway wilh all its branches from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. I will not 
trouble you with any details regarding 
these mineral lands, but would strong- 
ly recommend persons who take an in- 
terest in this matter to read Richard- 
son's report on B. C, from which they 
may gather a faint idea of the value of 
our mineral deposits; for it must be re- 
membered that there are other miner- 
als, perhaps equal in value to these 
coal measures. 1 may mention that a 
genMenian experienced in valuing tim- 
ber estimates that between Nanaimo 
and Seymour Narrows there exist two 
thousand million feet of lumber,wbicb, 
calculated at a profit of 50 cents per 
thousand, would yield another million 
dollars.

Finds a i?ovr TTso for Mustard. 

Montreal, Jan. 1G, 1882. 
The city was startled to day by a 
sensation which for novelty, as well as 
diabolism, is perhaps unrivalled. The 
Uervey Institute is a home for children 
whose parents can pay wholly' or part- 
ly for their maintenance. . There, "are 
generally in the institute; over ,6no 
hundred inmates of ages "ranging be- 
tween infancy and fourteen years old, 
and several of" tho leading ladies of 
Montreal are managers of the concern. 
A quarrel between Mrs. Craig, the 
matron, and a 'nurse recently disclosed 
the revolting story that tho matron for 
some time past had been in the 
habit of punishing're'fractory children 
by applying rnustard poultices to their 
bodies. About sixteen of tho children 
were stated to havo been thus treated. 
Some of these were ■' Infants: ' and ono 
little follow is represented to have been 
so terrified at this mode of punishment 
that he set lire to the children's dormi- 
tory in order, he said, to try and es 
capo from the house and mustard blis- 
ters. The children aro stated to have 
been, in some cases, so badly blistered 
that they could not sit down. When 
brought before the board of manage- 
ment the matron acknowledged the 
mustard plaster punishment, repented, 
was forgiven and was maintained in 
her position.
